| Arms ‘package deal’ to Israel and Arabs

WASHINGTON. — The Carter administration 
ἘΞ : yesterday proposed the sale of 75 F-16 interceptors 
and 15 F-15 fighter bombers to Israel, 50 F-5Es to 
Egypt and 60 F-15s to Saudi Arabia in a package 
deal that is bound to arouse considerable concern 
in Congress. 

The proposed transfer of F-5Es to Egypt represents a significant 
change in the American-Egyptian military supply relationship. Un- 
til now, the U.S. has sold Egypt only ‘non-lethal military equip- 
ment, such as transport planes, reconnaissance pilotless drones, 
jeeps and communication equipment. The F.5E is an “offensive 
weapon. 

But admintstration officials stress- 
ed that the F\5E is basically an “ex- 
port” plane, already in use in over 80 
countries, including Saudi Arabia, 
which 110 of them. They denied 
that this fighter in jan bands 
would upset the arms balance in the 
Middle East. Egypt wanted 120 Ἐπ 
5Es in its original request. 

Israel requested 150 F-18s and 

another 25 of the more expensive F- 
15s. The reduced numbers for Israel, 
administration officials said, would 
mot mean that the remaining re- 
quested planes would be barred to 
Israel in future Ascal years. The 
original Israeli request. they con- 
tinued, had been for the next decade, 
and they maintained that Israel's 
aircraft needs will be fully met dur- 
ing this period. 
Saudi Arabia was the only one of 
the three countries included in the 
package deal that received its full 
request — 60 F-15s, valued at over 
$2.5 billion. Administration officials, 
aware that this sale is the most con- 
troversial, said that 15 of the 60 
planes wil) be trainers, and will not 
be fit for actual combat use. 

Eleven of the 15 members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
had asked the administration in re- 
cent weeks to delay the F-15 request 
for Saudi Arabia — a request they in- 
sisted that would upset the delicate 
arms balance in the Middle East. 
The F-15 is the most sophisticated 
fighter in the U.S. Air Force.

Compensation for 
bereaved parents 


of suicide soldier 


Asoidier who commits suicide is to 
‘be regarded as if he fell in the line of 
duty, the supreme appeals council 
for the Law on Compensation has 
decided. 

The decision means that the sur- 
vivors of a soldier who kills himself 
will be entitled to all the benefits 
provided undér the law in the case of 
8. soldier who dies while performing 
his duties. 

The council made the decision in 
relation to the case of a soldier who 
committed suicide two years ago 
and left a note asking that his 
girlfriend perform the last rites over 

him. 


His parents’ request that they be 
recognized as bereaved by the 
Ministry of Defence was initially re- 
jected on the grounds that the soldier 
had killed himself because he. had 
been disappointed in Jove. 

In allowing the parents' appeal 
against this decision, the appeals 
council ruled that death by suicide 
while on active service must be 
regarded in the same way as death 
resulting from any other illness con- 
tracted during the period of military 
service.

Ac- 
cording to a publication issued by the 
institute, three of the senior 
therapists have only a B.A. degree.

W. Germany won't boost its 
economy for rest of West 


BONN (UPI). — West Germany has 
indicated it would not bow to 
reported American pressure to 
reflate its economy to help bring the 
rest of the flagging western world 
back on its feet. 

W. Michael Blumenthal, the U.S. 
Secretary of the Treasury, met 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt on Mon~ 
day night in the snow-bound federal 
capital In what sources said was yet 
another effort to persuade the West 
Germans to step-up the pace of their 
economic growth, and thus con- 
tribute to an acceleration of the 
western industrialized nations’ 
economic ἃ] 

But even before Blumenthal's 
arrival, government spokesman Ar- 
min Gruenewald left no doubt that 
the government of Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt had no plans what- 
soever of boosting its economy any 
more. 

“I can say for the government,” 
Gruenewald told a radio inter- 
viewer, “that we are of the opinion 
that what can be done we have done, 
and there is nothing more in sight.” 
This was an apparent reference to a 
$14.36. state and communal 
programme including tex cuts to 
stimulate economic activities. 

Blumenthal came from Paris 
where he had taken part in a 
weekend meeting of the finance 
ministers of the “Big Five’' western 


industrialized nations — The U.S., 
Britain, France, Japan and West 
Germany — behind a tight veil of 
secrecy. 

In Paris yesterday, a confidential 
report by monetary experts warned 
that the U.S. dollar will come under 
Speculative pressure again if Japan 
and West Germany fail to boost their 
economic growth, diplomatic 
sourtes said. 

The report, drafted by the Paris- 
based Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development, will

medical texts on alimentary dis- 

eases have surprisingly little to say 
on this subject. This may be because 
they are usually written primarily 
for hospital-based doctora, not for 
those working in the more “‘normal™ 
conditions of the community at 
large. 

Moshe Brill seerningly comzaitted 
a rather extreme “indiscretion.” I 
saw him when he was paying the 
penalty. Other commonly en- 
countered causes of abdominal pain 
T see include stamach ulcer and gall- 
bladder trouble and some forms of 
kidney and urinary tract disorders. 
Many cases, especially in ehildren, 
do not have any discoverable 
organic cause even if the child in 
question ts unfortunate enough to be 
subjected to the most extensive and 
complicated tests and in- 
vestigations. The child with ab- 
dominal pain, which is usually 
recurrent, is a subject I will deal 
with in the near future in a separate 
article. 

The family doctor soon learns that 
appendicitis can appear, at least in- 
itially, In many different guises. 
Thus each individual episade of ab- 
dominal pain merits healthy respect 
and careful examination and follow- 
up — no matter how innocent one 
eonsiders the underlying cause to be. 

Moshe's pains did pass, as ex- 
pected, with the peanuts. Less than 
two months later I was agair sum- 
moned to see him by his mother. 
Again her diagnosis on the phone 
was appendicitis, This time I found a 
very different situation when 1 arriv- 
ed. Moshe lay quite sti} in bed, look- 
ing flushed and unwelj, He had 
vomited several times. The right 
side of his abdomen was ver; tender 
to my touch, and when J released my 
fingers after palpation, he ‘wineed 
markedly from the pain this action 
provoked. 

‘Three hours later ἃ very inflamed 
appendix was removed at the local 
hospital. 

‘When I went to see Moshe in the 
surgica] department two days later, 
while he was recovering from his 
operation, his mother happened to be 
visiting at the same time. 

“I was right about the diagnosis 
this time, wasn't I doctor?” she said, 
beaming at me victoriously across 
the bed. 

“Yes you were," I had to admit 
gracefully. “But I wonder what your 
diagnosis will be next time?” — I 
couldn't help adding mischievousiy.

WHILE THE SCREENING of 
“Hirbet Hiza" kept part of the nor- 
mal audience at home, we enjoyed 
one of the most pleasant evenings of 
the season at the Targ Centre. The 
piano-duo were in great form and 
played — or rather sang — the 
Schubert pieces most beautifully in 
all their melodiousness. 


The big surprise came with the 
performance of the sonata by Carl 
Czerny, who is remembered in 
anger. by legions of piano students. 
More people have probably been 
turned off piano playing by the 
famous-infamous ‘‘School of 
Velocity” and other mechanical ex- 
ercises with which he filled volumes 
of uninspiring finger marathons than

have been helped to acquire 
technical fluency on the instrument. 
This Sonata Pastorale had ail the in- 
gredients of its period included in the 
score: Rossini, with a Schubertian 
twist of harmonic turns; a bit of 
Beethoven (Czerny was a pupil of the 
master}; some anticipation of 
Weber. The mixture provided plea- 
sant listening for the uninitiated and 
extreme delight for the connoisseur, 
who could not suppresa frequent in- 
dulgent smiles over the composer's 
entertaining devices. The flawless 
and lively interpretation by the two 
Pianists, aided by the unobtrusive 
manner of the two string in- 
struments, added further joy to the 
performance. 

The opening Serenade by 
Beethoven was attacked too strongly 
by the two upper instruments to 
satisfy. Only the cellist had the right 
chamber-music. approach; the 
Kaminkovski siblings thought too 
much in terms of orchestra playing 
or solo performances, and their 
harsh bowing and exaggerated 
dynamics rather detracted from full 
enjoyment of the lovely piece.

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Paper Mills reports 77% 
higher third-quarter sales

TEL AVIV. -- The American Israeli 
Paper Mills yesterday reported 
financia) resulta for the third 
quarter, ending December 31, 1977. 
The figures indicate that net con- 
solidated sales reached IL252.5m., 
compared to 1L.142.6m. for the com- 
parable period last year. The in- 
crease in sales was in the order of ΤΊ 
percent. — 

Consolidated net profits after 
allocation for taxes and deferred 
taxes for the period amounted to 
1L19.35m, as opposed to only IL4.1m. 
last year. The reported profits work 
out to 11.0.46 a share. If consideration 
is given to full dilution as a result of 
the conversion of all outstanding 
convertible debentures, the profit 
per share works out to 110.43 a 
share, 


For the full nine months period 
beginning with April, 1977, net con- 
solidated profits are IL33.74m. or 
1L4.81 a share on consolidated net 
sales of 12.625.49m. For the same 
period last year the company 
reported a net loss of IL4.47m., a loss 
of IL0.15 per share. On sales of 
1L409.4m, the net profit per share on 
ἃ fully diluted basis came to 11.2.79. 

In the nine months period the com- 
pany sold 77,551 tons of paper, com- 
pared to 61,227 tons last year. The 


pre-tax consolidated profit, for the 
nine months, was IL79.4m. as op- 
posed to a loss of IL5.7m in the com- 
parable period last year. 

In an interview with The 
Jeruzciem Post the management of 
the company stressed a number of 
factors which helped to improve the 
company’s results. Among these is 
the continuous increase of the use of 
waste paper, or recycling as it is 
called in the trade. Technical ad- 
justments of existing equipment 
make for an ever higher percentage 
per ton of recycled material. 

The per ton cost of paper was also 
lowered by reducing the work force 
in the course of the year by some 50 
employees. The company proper 
now employs about 1,250 
workers. An additional 400 are 
employed in daughter companies. . 

In the recent year the company no 
longer had the benefit of 
monopolistic protection. In spite of 


the “‘free marketing’’ conditions the 


firm has succeeded in making the 
necessary adjustments. The 
spokesman noted that by virtue of 
the appointment of Baruch Yekutieli 
as chairman of the board of direc- 
tors, the firm's relations with 
sources of financing have improved 
considerably, 

Aggressive marketing of the com- 
pany’s products also was ἃ positive 
factor in the overall picture.

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The right and wrong issues 
THE U.S. DECISION to arm BEgypt and supply more 
sophisticated aircraft to Saudi Arabia — which could be made 
available to Egypt — is alarming. But more grave is the U.8. 
refusal to supply Israel with the number of planes that we re- 
quested. 

These decisions will have a significant influence on the 
military balance. They will also make Israel less prone to take: 
risks in its negotiating positions and will stiffen Sadat in his 
reluctance to bend and in his confidence that the U.5. will force 
Israel to surrender its positions. 

‘The government will now have to study very seriously all the 
implications of this new American approach to Israel's security 
needs including the future of negotiations and Israel’s arms 
procurement and aircraft development programmes. 

The Carter Administration's decision last night at least 
restored some clarity on one point — that our genuine debate 
with the United States in the past and today centres on the re- 
quirements of Israel's security. This is true whether the issue is 
land or arms. 

Unfortunately the government's policy has helped the ὕ.8. 
alter the focus of that debate to the issue of settlements across 
the ‘green line." 

For ten years there was a. profound difference of opinion 
between Jerusalem and Washington, over the shape οὗ any 
Israeli presence, under conditions of peace, in the areas that 
Israelis have been calling administered and the Americans oc- 
cupied. But the controversy had to do with borders, not with 
settlements. 

The U.S. consistently argued that, in this age of missiles, 
territory is not essential to defence. Therefore, Israe] should be 
content with insubstantial (or at the most not substantial) cor- 
rections in the 1949 armistice lines. 

Successive Israeli governments contested this doctrine, while 
stressing the shortened warning time in the age of missiles. 
Although the Israeli territorial conception was never spelled out 
on a map, its general contours were indicated by a line of 
settlements that sprang up across the old line, notably in the 
Jordan Valley and the Golan Heights. 

‘The rationale of such land settlement, too, was never given 
any definite explanation during the rule of the Alignment. Some 
statements were made suggesting that no Jewish villages 
anywhere could ever be dismantled, not even in return for a bini- 
ding peace treaty. 

But the majority consensus appeared to be that the 
settlements represented a vital claim: the country's right, af- 
firmed in Resolution 242, to secure (or defensible) borders. The 
final disposition of the borders would have to await peace talks, 
in which Israel would put forward its case for a territorial ac- 
commodation. 

In the meantime, the settlements served to buttress security 
in the face of terrorist infiltration and threats of renewed war. 
As an added bonus, they could, on one theory, also serve notice 
on the Arabs of the risks they were running by delaying peace 
talks. Thus, to a degree, the settlements were also a means of 
coaxing the neighbouring countries into a mutual compromise. 

Always, however, the settlements were viewed as but an in- 
strument of national policy, never as an end in themselves. 

Under the Likud regime, and especially after Mr. Sadat 
visited Jerusalem and Mr. Begin brought out his peace plan, 
this rational order of priorities seemed to be overturned. 
Suddenly, the settlements became their own justification. The 
question was no Jonger what they could do for the State, but 
what it was that the State had to do for them. 

Once the novelty of Mr. Begin’s project wore off, the logical 
cracks in it started showing. 

If the settlements, present and future, were not to be situated 
on sovereign Israel soil, what was the Zionist point of having 


them at all? And if there was ἃ point, was it not to eventually . 


claim the settled areas, including Judea and Samaria, as 
Israel's rightful domain? 

Whether Washington — let alone Calro — actually came to 
believe that this was, indeed, Mr. Begin's intention, is perhaps 
hesides the point. What seems to be clear is that the Carter ad- 
ministration, rightly figuring that the settlements were the 
weakest spot in the armoury of Israel’s argument before the 
American public, deliberately concentrated their fire on it. 

Thus Mr. Carter could avoid coming to grips with the truly 
burning problem of securing defensible borders for Israel. 

But it was Mr. Begin, realizing that his own party's territorial 
ambitions could not be attained outright, who helped the U.S. 
President duck Israel’s most vital interest. 

The alternative that must now be pursued is the old, but sensi- 
ble, Israeli idea of a territorial compromise with a vigorous 
assertion of Israel’s security needs.

There is absolutely no need to 
build a railroad line from Ashdod to 
Kantara, because it already exists 
for well over half a century. Only the 
tracks are missing, as they were 
removed from their road-bed a few 
years ago. The missing raile have 
only to be relaid and re-aligned. That 
would make the line fully 
operational once again. 

This work would take much less 
than 20 months, and'cost only 8 frac- 
tion of $100m. at today’s rates. 

May I take this op to re- 
mind Mr. Ehriich that the railroad to 
Eilat only operates as fer as Har Zin 
today, and the missing stretch from 
there to Eilat is not even under con- 
struction yet. In contrast to the Kan- 
tara line, the line to Eilat is entirely 
on Israci territory.
